ho p ed to realize a fo rtu n e fro m them (the 
tap es).” 
Jawo rski said Nix o n ’s do wn fall actu ally 
b egin with his n arro w "trau matic” v ic­ 
to ry o v er Hu b ert Hu mp hrey in 
19 68 . 
Nix o n ’s lan dslide v icto ry o v er Geo rge 
McGo v ern in 1972, in which he carried 
ev ery state ex cep t Massachu setts, "was 
the n ex t step in his u n do in g.

If the Rep u blican Party is k n o ck ed o u t 
o f ex isten ce this time aro u n d, as n o t a few 
p eo p le are p redictin g, it do es n o t au to ­ 
matically fo llo w that a n ew p arty will be 
bo m which will su ccessfu lly co n ten d with 
the Demo crats. Jimmy Carter may p ro v e 
to hav e p erfected the o n e-p arty idio m. I) 
The left-win g o f the Demo cratic Party is 
triu m p han tly en thu siastic abo u t him 
these day s.

When he was redistricted o u t o f 
his co n stitu en cy in Nassau Co u n ty , he 
was o ffered n in e relativ ely safe seats (he 
has been so methin g o f a n atio n al hero 
sin ce dislo dgin g Ly n do n Jo hn so n ) bu t 
elected to ru n in the mo st difficu lt, where 
he lo st o n ly n arro wly . No w he is try in g 
again , p o ssibly fo r the last time, again st 
a Rep u blican who serv es, in v irtu e o f 
lo n gev ity , as dean o f the Rep u blican 
delegatio n o f New Yo rk . 


It is n o disp aragemen t o f him to admit 
that Allard Lo wen stein is amo n g the two 
o r three mo st able an d co n scien tio u s 
Demo crats ru n n in g fo r n atio n al o ffice, 
an d that his ex trao rdin ary in tegrity an d 
sen se o f ju stice deep ly affect tho se who 
k n o w him.

Hu ge metro p o litan n ews­ 
p ap ers — in Lo wen stein ’s case, The Daily 
News, The New Yo rk Po st, The Times, 
Newsday — sp rawl o v er territo ries so 
large as to mak e it all bu t imp o ssible to 
giv e co v erage to Co n gressio n al races. 
In cu mben ts, as a gen eral ru le, will giv e 
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an y ex cu se fo r refu sin g to mak e jo in t 
ap p earan ces. An d the civ ic an d o ther 
o rgan izatio n s that are n atu ral sp o n so rs o f 
debates between can didates ten d to lo se 
their ap p etite fo r sp o n so rship u n less bo th 
co n ten ders agree to sho w u p . Telev isio n 
time is o u t o f the q u estio n , sin ce the 
co mmercial rates are set fo r an au dien ce 
o f millio n s. 
In these situ atio n s, the challen ger has 
a difficu lt time catchin g the ey e o f the 
p u blic, an d there is bu ilt in to the situ ­ 
atio n the tem p tatio n to demago gy which 
Allard Lo wen stein has — o n the who le — 
so n o bly resisted. On the awfu l assu mp ­ 
tio n that o u r Co n gress, which has been 
do min ated by Demo crats fo r almo st as 
lo n g as the Mex ican Assembly has been 
do min ated by P.R.I., will co n tin u e to be 
Demo cratized, it mak es sen se here an d 
there to back ju dicio u sly an o u tstan din g 
Demo cratic figu re, who is u n afraid to 
resist the wilder imp u lses o f so me mem­ 
bers o f his o wn p arty .

Somoza ’s 
Like His 
Fa ther

na med Ana sta sio Somoza , the ba rrel- 
bellied dicta tor of Nica ra g ua , the world’a 
g reediest ruler. 
The sa d truth is tha t the United Sta tes 
g ov ernment ha s prov ided the la dder for 
his a scent to this dubious pinna cle. 
Somoza runs Nica ra g ua a s if it were his 
priv a te esta te. Throug h his fa mily a nd 
flunkies, he owns or controls v irtua lly 
ev ery profita ble industry , institution a nd 
serv ice in the country . He a lso owns moa t 
of the la nd they sit on. 
His enormous wea lth ha s been squeezed 
out of his impov erished subjects, whose 
a v era g e pa y is 
30 cents a n hour. They Ii® 
in sha cks an d teeming slums a nd eke out 
a liv ing a s best they ca n while the Big 
Ban an a sta shes his millions in foreig n 
ba nks. 
The dicta tor ma inta ins his power by 
fostering the my th tha t he ha s the full 
support of the big boy s in Wa shing ton. He 
lea ds his people to believ e tha t a ny 
a ttempt to dislodg e him would brin* ba ck 
the U.S. Ma rines, who ha v e a lrea dy 
occupied the country twice in thia cen­ 
tury . 
Not only do America n officia ls let him 
g et a wa y with this but they ha v e sub­ 
sidized the Somoza s’ reg ime for 40 y ea rs 
with a stea dy flow of foreig n a id. In the 


R 
est 30 y ea rs the America n ta x pa y ers 
a v e dona ted ov er a qua rter of a billion 
dolla rs to the tiny Centra l America n 
republic. 
The money wa s pumped into Nica ra g ua 
ev en thoug h the U.S. a uthorities knew a ll 
a long they were dea ling with dev ils. From 
the moment the Somoza s a ssumed power 
in Nica ra g ua , intellig ence a g encies a nd 
the Sta te Depa rtment ha v e kept deta iled 
records of the fa mily ’s ra mpa nt corrup­ 
tion. 


Cla ssified documents, which ha v e long 
been 
g a thering dust 
in g ov ernment 
v a ults, outline how the current dicta tor’s 
fa ther sutffed his persona l coffers a t the 
ex pense of his country men. The picture 
they pa int rev ea ls tha t the ma n who 
occupies the throne toda y , Ana sta sio 
Somoza Deba y le, is a ca rbon copy of his 
fa ther, Ana sta sio Somoza Ga rcia . 


Here a re some hig hlig hts: 
— In a "Strictly Confidentia l” ca ble 
da ted April ll, 1939, the U.S. a m­ 
ba ssa dor to Nica ra g ua , Meredith Nich­ 
olson, reported compla ints of a "continu­ 
ing ca mpa ig n of v iolence by the (Na tiona l 
Gua rd) in the suppression of persons 
critica l of the President." His informa nts, 
wrote Nicholson, "pla ced the fig ure of 
politica l dea ths a t the unbeliev a ble tota l 
of a thousa nd a month.” If his sources 
were to be believ ed, sa id Nicholson, "the 
country as a whole is one g rea t politica l 
prison.” 


— According to his informa nts, sa id 
Nicholson, “ the President ma kes free use 
of the Gua rdia a nd of g ov ernment proper­ 
ty in ca rry ing on his ex tensiv e ca ttle a nd 
da iry enterprises.” He ha d one report, the 
a mba ssa dor wrote, tha t Somoza wa s 
“ smug g ling ca ttle a cross the Costa Rica n 
border.” 


— "I ha v e hea rd a story ,” continued 
Nicholson, “ tha t (Somoza ) receiv es a 
‘cut’ from certa in of the g old mine con­ 
cessiona ires independently of the 
a mounts pa id into the trea sury , a nd this 
is remitted throug h Costa Rica for deposit 
in a Ca na dia n ba nk.” 


— The people of Nica ra g ua , Nicholson 
wa rned, were displa y ing "a spirit of resig ­ 
na tion .... Persons suspected of enterta in­ 
ing idea s hostile to the Somoza reg ime a re 
wa tched a nd the espiona g e is so strict 
tha t it is difficult for the dissenting 
g roups to hold meeting s, ev en in their 
homes.” 


— In a memora ndum da ted December 
19, 1939, Nicholson sug g ested tha t "Pres­ 
ident Somoza ma y be g oing a bit too fa r. 
It is a ppa rently his a mbition to receiv e a 
persona l profit from ev ery commercia l 
a ctiv ity in the country ." 


— Another “ Strictly Confidentia l" 
ca ble, da ted the sa me month, ca rried a 
report compiled by the U.S. Cha rg e 
d’Affa ires La Veme Ba ldwin tha t listed 
"the numerous sins of this g ov ernment.” 
Among other thing s, Ba ldwin cha rg ed 
Somoza wa s ripping off roa d-building 
funds, running a n illeg a l sweepsta kes 
opera tion, 
ma inta ining 
a 
protection 
ra cket a mong miners, a nd ta king kick­ 
ba cks on ca ttle ex ports. The Nica ra g ua n 
g ov ernment, Ba ldwin wrote, is "ridden 
from top to bottom with g ra ft.” 


— The President wa s short of fa rm 
la borers, sta ted Ba ldwin. Thus, "Ev ery 
ma n who is una ble to produce a 
sta tement of employ ment is being a c­ 
cused of v a g a bonda g e a nd, in this y ea r of 
our Ix >rd 1939, impressed into ja il serv ice 
... or permitted to lea v e to ha rv est coffee” 
on Somoza ’s pla nta tions. 


— In Ma y , 19 3 9 , Somoza ha d ma de a 
sta te v isit to Wa shing ton, where he wa s 
roy a lly receiv ed by President Fra nklin 
Roosev elt. While on tha t trip, wrote 
Ba ldwin, Somoza receiv ed "a tota l of 
$145 ,000 from the coffers of the sta te." 
This, it must be remembered, wa s during 
a time of world depression. After his 
return from the United Sta tes, ca bled 
Ba ldwin, Somoza "sha melessly ex ploited 
the prestig e a ccruing from his reception 
there a s representing a ssura nces of direct 
support from the America n g ov ernment.” 


— Amba ssa dor Nicholson found 
Somoza persona lly repug na nt, his ca bles 
rev ea l. Althoug h Somoza wa s a ma n of 
plea sing persona lity ,” wrote the a m­ 
ba ssa dor, he is "without sta bility of opin­ 
ion a s to a ny thing foreig n to his selfish 
a ims ....

Sewage Plant Hearing Sought 


WOODSTOCK - Mem 
ber* of COPE (Committee 
Organized to Preserve the 
Environment) have requested 
a hearing from the Depart 
ment of Environmental Con­ 
servation on an aplication by 
Woodstock Estates for a per­ 
mit to construct a sewage 
treatment plant capable of 
dumping 30,000 gallons of 
treated 
sewage daily into 
Tannery Brook. 
The Woodstock Town 
Board has joined the local 
environmental group in ask­ 
ing for the hearing. 
Woodstock 
Estates, 
cur­ 
rently home of a swim and 
tennis club, is the largest 
piece of undeveloped com­ 
mercial land along the town's 
main business street. Princi­ 


pal owner H. Clark Bell and 
his partners have intend to 
develop the site; that will 
have to wait, they have said, 
until the present economic 
climate changes. 
Still, they are not adverse 
to obtaining the sewage treat­ 
ment plant permit now. The 
proposed plant would handle 
up to 80 residentialhousing 
units. 
No immediate plan* for 
housing or plant are con­ 
templated, but COPE wants 
a hearing anyway. 
The DEC should consider 
the “ poor" perculation on Es­ 
tates land, and the possibility 
that 
the discharge 
would 
flush potentially dangerous 
bacteria into the water, a 
COPE spokesman said. 


DEC had intended to grant 
the sewage disposal permit on 
Sept. 
I, unless objections 
were raised. The requests for 
hearings could delay the mat 
ter considerably. 
The town board’* interest 
centers on a problem farther 
down the stream on another 
branch of Tannery Brook 
a 
problem that could become 
more serious if aggravated by 
more discharge. 
Woodstock’* present sew 
age problem is a long way 
from solution. The town'* 
sewage plan of study, in the 
works for years, should he 
completed by early Septem 
ber. Federal approval will 
then be needed. Installation 
and implementation will l>e a 
long process. 


It was not known whether 
DEC would conduct a hearing 
in Woodstock >lohn Kwak, to 
whom the hearing requests 
had heen directed, was caca 
tioning from his DK c Hut ie* 
at New Paltr this week, and 
could not reached for com 
rnent 
Meanwhile, during his 
absence, 
DEC 
had 
made 
known its intention to issue a 
permit allowing William 
Whit nay Inc. to discharge a 
total of 7,200 gallons per day 
of sanitary wastes into 
groundwaters from disposal 
systems at Highwood* Acres, 
Highwood* Road, Woodstock. 
In less objections were raised, 
said DEC, the permit would 
be automatically granted on 
Sept. 20.

ALBANY - The U.S. De 
part ment of the Interior is 
dumping limited, amounts of 
red dye into the lower part of 
the Wallkill River as a part of 
their ongoing stream-flow 
studies, but the coloration will 
ho invisible to the naked eye. 
B B Kisseler, a hydrologist 
with 
the geological 
survey 
team conducting the ‘‘time of 
travel" studies, said the injec­ 
tion 
of tracer 
dye 
called 
rhodamine WT. which is odor­ 
less. non toxic, harmless to 
fish, animals and plant* and 
does not interfere with agricul­ 
tural or recreational use of the 
water is being carried on this 
week in the New Paltz area. 
Kisseler said the team has 
heen having difficulty com­ 
pleting its regional tests be­ 
cause they must dump the dye 
into rivers and streams during 
“ low flow" grinds 
— 
times 
when water levels are low and 
flow sluggish — in order to 
accurately predict how long it 
would take material to travel 


from one point to another 
along the river’* length. 
The purpose of these studies 
is to determine the stream's 
ability to recover from pollu­ 
tion — either the sudden, ac­ 
cidental type such as from a 
chemical spill or broken pipe, 
or the continuous type such as 
the discharge of sewage or in­ 
dustrial waste. 
If a stream doe* become con­ 
taminated, the time of travel 
data can he used to predict 
when the pollutant will arrive 
at water intakes, ao that they 
can be shut down. 
The level of dye in the water 
is tested from samples taken at 
various time intervals along 
the river stream’s route. 
A flouroscope is then used to 
determine the density of dye 
remaining in the water. 
In 
September 
the study 
team will conduct similar ex­ 
periments on the Neversink 
River, the West Branch of the 
Au Sable River and Fishkill 
Creek.

Label, Not the Year, Big Wine Worry 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
— 
California's 
wine 
grape 
growers are concerned over 
more than their crop. They are 
worried about what the federal 
government 
will 
do 
about 
label* on the bottle*. 
They are awaiting a decision 
by the Treasury Department’s 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms on the "appella­ 
tion of origin" — the line on 
the label telling where the 
grape* were grown. 
It’s a dollars-and-cents issue 
as well as one of pre«tige. 
Napa, Sonoma and Men­ 
docino, the northern counties, 
have been known for their high 
quality grapes, which have 
a l w a y s c o m m a n d e d the 
highest prices from wineries. 
In April the bureau con­ 
ducted public hearings on the 


“ appellation of origin’' here 
and in Washington, D.C., and 
the phrase “ North Coast" re­ 
ceived the most attention. 
The 
North 
Coast 
Grape 
Growers Association, Ukiah, 
Calif., took the firm position 
that “ North Coast" should in­ 
clude only Napa, Sonoma and 
Mendocino counties. 
But the Wine Institute told 
the government that counties 
as far south as Santa Barbara 
should be included and al­ 
lowed to stam p "North Coast” 
on their labels. 
The association countered 
with the charge that its mem­ 
bers have built up the term 
through heavy advertising dur­ 
ing the past IO years and now 
other wine-making counties 
want a part of their success. 
William Heintz, a Sonoma, 


Calif., wine historian, said in 
an interview it was simply a 
matter of money. “ Millions of 
dollars of wine could sell for $2 
or 16 a bottle in the future, 
depending on the place of 
birth," he said. 
Heintz said he felt historical 
research could provide a large 
part of the solution “ plus pre­ 
venting frayed nerves." 
He said he has traced the 
first use of the term “ North 
Coast" as far back as 186 4 and 
a bulletin of the state agricul­ 
tural experiment station at 
Berkeley. 
“ California Today, a book 
published in 19 03, probably 
put the term in general us- 
3 
ie," he said. “ It alao defined 
orth Coast in broad enough 
terms to include any county 
lying north of the waters of 


San Francisco Bay." 
However, he said, there was 
one thing both the growers in 
the north and those in the 
south epee on — they want 
the 
federal 
government 
to 
maintain its authority on ap­ 
pellation. 
There had been proposals at 
the public hearings that each 
state maintain its own author­ 
ity. California vintners said 
this would make the whole 
label issue a mess.
